W ill K . Howard, eldest son of Kev. 
J. H Howard, form erly pastor of the 
B ip tis t church in this city, now of El 
Paso, III., and himself at one time a 
news carrier for T h e T e l e g r a p h , i- 
now a member of Co. G, Fourth V ir 
ginia Volunteers, which for a time was 
enramped ai Savannah, Ga. 
In a le t­ 
ter to Robert Pulton, his old employer, 
dated Camp Columbia, near Havana, 
Cuba, Dec. 2*, ISffS, he writes; 
“ Our regiment arrived in H avana 
Harbor the uight of the 2oth, 
The big 
light oo Morro was the first we -ighted 
and it was the guide by which we en­ 
tered. 
Being unable to secure a pilot 
we had to put out to sea again till 
morning, but that gave us one of the 
finest sights of our lives. 
The high 
green hills, the old Spanish buildings 
shining «white in the sun, dark old 
Morro castle, 
the line harbor 
with 
shipping, including most everything, 
from an all-around cruiser down, made 
a sight alone almost worth 
the trip. 
Speaking of the trip, 
it 
wasn't the 
pleasantest in the world, though we 
though 
we 
encountered 
no rougli 
weather, 
in Co. G's quarters we were 
so badly crowded that when the ham ­ 
mocks 
were 
swung 
there 
wasn't 
enough room for even a passageway 
and the hammocks were two deep at 
that. 
Most of ttie other companies 
were about the same. 
The Cuban population gave us an en­ 
thusiastic reception. 
The 
Spanish 
soldiers are still on guard in the busi­ 
ness distiiet, but most of them did not 
appear unfriendly, at least did nothing 
to indicate ill will. 
The line of m arch was about six tniPs 
through the city and perhaps a m ile 
beyond. W e are camped on high ground 
and from the more favorable points 
there is a 
tine view. 
To the west 
is the sea: to the north

be seen 
portions of the city, to the east ai d 
south in the distance are d.m outlines 
of mountains, nearer high green hills 
aud fertile valleys with 
their palm 
trees, live oaks and ga rdens

W e are getting pretty well settled in 
our new camp.

camp is scarcity of water. The qu ality 
ie fair enough. Th e weather is usually 
quite warm 
like summer in llliuois 
but is changeable. 
The nights are

I read in a recent T e l e g r a p h of 
11 ai d 12 inch ice. also an account of 
launching an ice boat.
